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Report of School Committee i 


Oak Bluffs, Mass., Jan 31, 1931. 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


We report with pleasure that the regulation of the 
several school departments, the scholarship and the disci- 
pline are very satisfactory indeed this year. Frictionless 
co-ordination between Committee, Superintendent, Super- 
visor, Principal, Teachers and Pupils has produced this sat- 
isfactory state of the schools. 


Rather than provide equipment and teachers for some 
extra courses we have found it less expensive to send the 
pupils to schools where the courses are already offered or to 
avail ourselves of the correspondence courses offered by the 
University Extension and approved by the State. It works 
out well, with our present limitation of schoo] facilities. 


It is extravagant and inefficient to itemize the school 
budget. The State Department of Finance dogs not con- 
sider the School Board exceeds its authority if it keeps with- 
in the total appropriation. There is a necessity for a 
lump sum budget. 


The main school building is in excellent condition and 
las the approval of the State Department in accordance 
with Chapter 143 of the General i.aws, for 250 pupils. 
However, the present enrollment approximates 350 puipls. 
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The two auxiliary buildings, besides being too small to 
house the pupils, are very unsatisfactory except as labora- 
tories and shops. There is a necessity for a new seven 
room school building, and a gymnasium which could be 
used for an all purpose assembly hall. 


The scholarstic work done in our schools is on a par 
with that of the average city school and although the per- 
sonnel of our athletics may suffer at times as a consequence 
yet participation depends upon the scholastic standing ct 
the individual. Principal Merrill is doing a very high grade 
work in our schools. 


Believing it to be much better for our boys to “follow 
the Band than to follow the Gang’’, we offered encourage- 
ment io our good summer resident Mr. William Place, Jr., 
of Providence, to organize a school band. Mr. Place secured 
Mr. Grace az teacher. We hope to hear more of this later. 
It is without expense to the Town.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


I hereby submit my report as superintendent of 
schools. This is the thirteenth report submitted by the 
present superintendent. As part of this report you will 
find reports from the school nurse, music supervisor, 4H 
Club leader, special teachers and principal, to which I re- 
fer you for the details of the work accomplished during the 
past year. 


Our chief concern in providing for the education of 
our children is to see that the matter of health is safe- 
guarded. With properly heated, lighted, and ventilated 
buildings we are doing much for our pupils. The dental 
clinic which has been started on the Island is another step 
towards that goal. The step I am urging all towns to 
take this year is to join in purchasing an Audiometer for 
the testing of the hearing. Many cases of slight deafness 
will be discovered and much later suffering can be averted 


by prompt medica] attent on. 


School Buildings. We are all agreed on that Oak 
Bluffs needs more school facilities for the present number 
of pupils attending its schools. However, we are not all 
agreed on what should be done to give additional school 
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facilities. Within the last few weeks I have been asked by 
a number of Oak Bluffs citizens what I think of certain 
plans for providing additional room. I believe the present 
main school building is a good building, well-heated, well- 


lighted, well-ventilated and in good repair, and should not . | 


be discarded. In my i925 report I suggested this plan: 
“After deciding upon a plan, build for the present the gym- i 
nasium ani rooms enough to take care of the High School. 
This would take care of our present needs and we could 
finally complete the plan at some future time. Looking for- 


ward to this I think it would be wise to secura more land ~~ 


adjoining that already owned by the town. ‘The time to do 


this is now while'there are still vacant lots to be had. There. -- 


is a block of several lots with vacant buildings on: School 
street east of the present building that also should be’ 
secured. This property is now in the hands of an.admin-::.. 
| istrator and is for'sale.” In my 1925 report when I spoke 
- of High School I had in mind both‘Senior and Junior High 
schools. I still believe that the plan as outlined in my 
1925 report is the one feasible thing for the town to under- 
' take at the present time. I suggest that a building com- © 


mittee be appointed at the coming town meeting to take the’... 


matter in hand looking Epes ee construction of a new 
building. 


The project of converting a nearby church into a gym- 
~nasium meets with my approval providing the town does 
not intend to provide such facilities in a new building. No 
- doubt we could get more of a gymnasium for the money in 
the purchase of this old church than in any other way. But 
many citizens have expressed their disapproval of making 
this a gymnasium. - t 


‘The plan of having part of the first and second grades 
coming in the forenoon and part in the afternoon has 
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worked out very successfully although most of the mothers 
do not like the arrangement. I think at the end of the year — 
those children that have had half a day’s attendance instead 
of a whole day will compare favorably with pupils who have 
spent the whole day in school. 


Another thing I am urging upon all of the towns is that 
through the co-operation of the School Committee and the 
Board of Health it will bc made possible to offer to all 
parents the opportunity to have their children made im- 
mune from diphtheria by giving toxin anti-toxin treatment. 
If you as a parent are in favor of this please let us know. 
This treatment is recommended by our district health officer 
Dr. McKnight. 


T am recommending also that every school in Dukes 
County be equipped with a radio so that we may take ad- 
vantage of the numerous programs that are being put on 
the air for the benefit of our schools. Without a large ex- 
penditure we could receive additional instruction in music, 
history, literature and other subjects that are now on the 
regular programs of the largest broadcasting stations. 


PARENTS SHOULD TAKE THE SCHOOL 
MORE SERIOUSLY 


A Quotation from the Boston Post written by Emuiltve 
Hoffman, Scribe for Sonny. 


Dear Editor: 


At the club meeting today our subject was school. It 
was what we call an informal talk, so each of us had our 
say. ae 
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I am trying to think who raised the biggest discussion. 
I think it was Davey. Joey had just said he thinks if 
parents took more interest in the schools the children would 
get more out of the schools. There was nothing new in 
that because the honor students are those who get lots of 
encouragement at home. 


I should think parents would give their children every 
chance to make good in school and I don’t understand why 
they don’t all do that little for their children—it isn’t so 
much to show an interest in a kid’s school life and it means 
a mighty lot in their education. | 


Don said some parents do not care and that is why 
they are so indifferent about their children’s school stand- 
ing. Icannot believe that. I think all mothers and fathers 
want their children to do well in school but parents are so 
busy nowadays they do not have the time to bother much 
with their children. I suppose some of them think teachers 
know all- about teaching so they just leave the education 
of the children to the teachers but there is where they are 
making a big mistake. I don’t think that is helping school 
children as parents should do. 


Davey hit the nail on the head when he said: “And 
the whole trouble is that mothers don’t take school seri- 
ously.” 


He started something right then and there and cvery 
fellow had his say. Junior said: “That’s right and my ma 
is one of ’em. She seems to think she can keep me out of 
school any time. I thought this year I could keep up a 
good record on attendance and here school has only started, 
and I have been absent twice. One day she went to visit 
grandma and I had to 20 with her, ’cause there was no one 
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home. Another afternoon she went shopping and I had to 
go along for the same reason and to get a pair of shoes. I 
hate to miss school so much and I would a hundred times 
rather go to school than go around with ma. 


I don’t blame Junior, ’cause it puts a fellow back some- 
thing awful to stay out of school so much. It is bad enough 
when you are sick and have to stay home but what I cannot 
understand is why a mother cannot see the harm she is 
doing. 


They say a kid loses interest in school when he is absent 
so mutch. I know that is true, ’cause last year I had to stay 
home every month for a week or two weeks or just a single 
day and I know how it affected me. I didn’t stay home for 
fun. I just had a streak of hard luck and had accidents 
and sicknesses—one right after another. I tried to make 
up what I had lost, but I had no more than caught up when 
I would stay out again and lose more. After a while I did | 
not try to make it up. | 


The worst of it was, I did not understand lots of work, 
so I could not do the things the rest of the class did, and [| 
got so I did not care much about school. My report mark- 
ings took a terrible slump and mom and dad were awfully 
disappointed, but they understood just how it all happened. 
Now, if I went on that way all the time, I can see where I’d 
get off, on an education. : 


If parents take school seriously, they would never let a 
kid miss a single session. Of course, if they take sick, that 
is different. No one can help that, and it is just the kid’s 
hard luck for the class is sure to take some new work while 
a fellow is absent, and when he gets back he has to work 
it out himself and if he cannot do that, he has lost that 
much. If he stays out often he loses more and more, and 
in the end he loses his class standing. 
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The kids who are right on the job all the time, stand 
the best chance of getting their names on the honor roll, and 
I say parents should give their children every chance to be 
successful. 


If mothers took school seriously they would never make 
plans that interfered with school attendance. If they came 
to the schools they: would understand school life is a serious 
business and should not be interfered with by outsiders. 


Mom says going to school is the beginning of our life’s 
work. In school we prepare ourselves for what we are go- 
ing to do when we grow up, and I think parents should be 
glad to lend us a hand, so we can do this and go over the 


Don’t you think parents who treat school so indiffer- 
ently ar2 not fair to their children? Maybe they never 
though? much about it but they ought to be told school is of 
first importance and they should not keep their children out 
of schoo!, nor write excuses to get them out of school, and 
they should see that they are never late. These three rules 
will make the kids be “Johnny on the Spot” all the time and 
that will give them a chance to get the very best out of 
school and I know that means a great education. 

Don’t you believe if all the parents treated school as a 
serious business their children would do the same and that 
would make schools better so it helps all around. That is 
another thing for parents to think about.

High School Principal’s Report 


Oak Bluffs, Mass., January 16, 1931. 


Mr. Robert W. Martin, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of the Oak 
Bluffs School for the year ending December 31, 1930. 


The total enrollment of pupils who entered school in 
September was 338. The number of pupils in each grade 
and in the High School follows: Grade I, 60; Grade II, 49; 
Grade III, 28; Grade IV, 31; Grade V, 27; Grade VI, 30; 
Grade VII, 36; Grade VIII, 16; High School, 50. The total 
membership, average attendance, and per cent of attend- 
ance of each grade are in the table of statistics. . 


Owing to a larger enrollment of pupils in the second 
grade, a new teacher, Miss Lucy Colaizzi, was secured to 
teach part of the students. Miss Mary Plezia, teacher of 
the opportunity class, resigned her position in December 
and Mrs. Eulalia Johnson is taking her place. Miss Leona 
Hersum is teaching Grade V. Miss Ella Mahoney replaces 
Mrs. Edith Van Iderstine Morris as teacher of Household 
Arts. 7 
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The opportunity class which formerly occupied the 
room on the third floor of the main building, now occupies 
the building once used for manual training. This change 
was necessary to make room for a science POC and 
recitation room for the high school. 


During the summer vacation the school committee had 
weather strips put on the entire building. This was cer- 
tainly a great improvement. . 


May I take this opportunity again to mention the over- 
crowded conditions in the school. You will notice that. our 
total enrollment is 338 pupils. One hundred ten of this 
number are housed in the two-room building in back of the 
main building. Two hundred twenty-eight areaccommodated 
in the main building. The Inspection Certificate issued five 
years azo by the Department of Public Safety limited the 
capacity of the main building to two hundred fifty. That 
certificate expired on December 31, 1930.. Every available 
room is now used. One small room which has to be used 
for high school recitations, due to lack of room, is entirely 
unfit. Conditions are worse in the two-room building as is 
evidenced by the fact that the first and second grades have 
to be divided. 3 , 


_ Division A, of the first grade, Miss Phillips, teacher, 
and Division A, of the second grade, Mrs. Smith, teacher, 
attend peo! fron n 8:30 a. m., to 11:30 a. m. Division B 
of the first grade, Miss Reed, aes and division B, of the 
- second Bee ae. Miss Colaizzi, teacher, attend school. from 
1:00 p. m. to 4:00 p. m.. This schedule is effective for a 
period of four weeks, when it is reversed, divisions A at- 
tending in the afternoon, and divisions B in the morning. 
You will notice that the first and second grade students now 
attend school three hours daily compared with five hours a 
day in previous years. 
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The school paper, “The Echo”, published by the 
students of the High School, under the direction of Miss 
Mary Ogilvie, was a much better publication than ever be- 
fore. By a unanimous vote of the students the name of the 
paper will be changed from “‘The Echo” to ‘‘The Beacon’’. 


The High School Speaking Contest will again be held 
this year at the Methodist Episcopal Church on February 
6. All the students in the High School were required to try 
out, and the following were chosen to compete for the 
prizes: Marjorie Rice, Mildred La Belle, Ruth Jordan, Bar- 
bara Studley, Eloise Leonard,- Daisy Billings, Robert 
Hughes, Dean Denniston, Sidney Gordon, Francis Becker, 
Robert Graham, and Baron Denniston. 


The Point system is being used again in the 
High School this year. The purpose if this is to determine 
the “all-round” student in each class. To the winner of 
ths greatest total number of points is awarded the class 
numerals. The winners last June were: Senior Class, 
Claire McBride; Junior Class, Dorothy Look; Sophomore 
Class, Dorothy Sylvia; Freshman Class; Ruth Blankenship. 


Mr. and Mrs. John Hughes and Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Becker again entertained the boys and girls basketball 
teams in the Purity Ice Cream Parlors. Games and stunts 
were enjoyed after which the boys presented their coach, 
Mr. Dorr, with a silver loving cup, and the girls gave Miss 
Arenovski, ‘a desk set in appreciation of what they have 
done for them. 


There is considerable interest, as usual, in basketball 
this year. Both boys’ and girls’ teams practice regularly 
after school and up to the present time have won the majori-

I hereby submit my annual report of the work com- 
pleted and planned for, in the Household Arts Department. 
The enrollment and program for this year is as follows: 


Seventh Grade: Five periods of cooking weekly for 
half a year—23 girls. 


Seventh Grade: Five periods of sewing weekly for 
half a year—28 girls. 

Eighth Grade: Five periods of cooking weekly for half 
a year—10 girls. 

Eighth Grade: Five UE of sewing weekly for half 
a year—10 girls. | 


High School: Commercial Students, ten periods of sew- 
ing weekly for half a year—2 girls. 


Commerical students, ten periods of cooking weekly for 
half a year—2 girls. 
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Commercial Students: five periods of sewing for half a year 
—1 girl.

—1 girl. 


Both the seventh and eighth grade girls are having 
food work for the first half of the year ae clothing work 
for ie second ven of the year. 


‘The seventh Meat girls eas the breakfast-project and 
are working somewhat along the same lines as the outlines 
given out by the 4-H Extension Service. They have cov- 
ered the preparation of raw and cocked break/ast fruits, 
cereal cookery, egg cookery, muffin making, preparation of 
cocoa and have touched on the luncheon project:in the mak- 
ing of white sauce and white sauce dishes, and the cookery 
-of fresh vegetables. Be 7 


Christmas week the girls had lessons in candy making 
including fudge, fondant, mints, peanut brittle, pop-corn 
balls, and stuffed dates. During the whole week all the 
candy was stored and a small package was given to each 
girl at the Christmas party. 


Some work has been done on hygiene and boy care 
and copies of the booklet “The Book on Baths” published by 
the Cleanliness Institute were distributed and discussed in 
class. Miss Landers, school nurse, gave a talk to the girls 
on the hygienic care of the feet. 


Through Mr. Metell’s kindness, a class visit was made 
to his electrical shop in order that the girls might see and 
understand better the modern home electrical labor saving 
devices. Explanations and demonstrations were given on the 
electrical washing machine, vacuum cleaner, deen ce’ 
iron, and mechanical mixer. WP 
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These girls have two notebooks, one in which to keep 
the recipes they use in class each day and another to keep 
their work done thus far’ in housekeeping, classification of 
foods, health rules, and discussion of DOU to. consider in 
buying labor saving devices. 


The class is divided into two groups and each group 
has served one breakfast. These girls have also made and 
sold sandwiches and have earned thus far about ten dollars. 
This amount has gone toward the buying: of a new three- 
burner oil stove. 


The seventh grade girls started their clothing work in 
February. Sewing machine instruction, the making of 
undergarments and of one simple cotton dress will be in- 
cluded in their work. Some work will also be done on the 
care of clothing and if sufficient time remains a renovation 
problem will be undertaken. 


The eighth grade work included canning and jelly mak- 
ing for the first month. Demonstration and actual lessons 
were given in the canning of fruits and vegetables and in 
the making of jellies. All materials were brought from 
home. 


The eighth grade work centers around the luncheon or 
supper project and has included the preparation of quick 
breads, salads, stews and chowders, escalloped dishes, milk 
desserts, vegetable cooking, and a small amount of work on 
meat cookery. 


These girls have also been given some work on hygiene 
and body care. They are now at wok to compile a maga- 
zine called “A Home—not a House’, which shall put into 
written and illustrative form the materials covered thus far 
in the planning and furnishing of an ideal home 


\ : t

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The sewing lessons of the eighth grade will consist in 
the making of a cotton dress with sleeves, a child’s garment 
and at least one undergarment. 


The High School students reviewed previous work in 
design and considered the correct choice of clothes for vari- 
ous occasions. This class had one renovation problem, one 
undergarment problem, a wool skirt problem, and are now 
working on a cotton school dress. They have studied the 
use of commercial patterns in connection with the con- 
struction processes. 


This class in connection with a Food Project sponsored 
by the 4-H Clubs, have during the last few months served 
tea every Wednesday to the faculty and high school 
students. Under this, they have made the menus, market 
list, and since financially this project is apart from the reg- 
ular scool work, they bought their own supplies, have pre- 
pared the teas and served them. The proceeds are to go to 
cover the expenses of some educational trip to be taken in 
the spring. About twenty-five dollars have been made thus 
far in this way. 


This class will start their Foods work next month. They 
will work on a dinner project and on a nutrition course. 


The 4-H Club work this year includes a Foods Club 
under the leadership of Miss Barbara Studley and a Cloth- 
ing Club under Miss Kathleen Alley. These two girls have 
previously been sent to Camp Gilbert, at Amherst, the 4-H 
Club state camp. <A Supper Club group of twelve high 
schoo! girls who meet twice a month has also been organ- 
ized. The latter club is divided into two groups. Each 
meeting one group plans the menu, makes out the market 
list, buys the materials, prepares and serves the supper. 
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I should like at this time to take opportunity to thank 
Miss Ebba Ekberg, who has helped me in the planning and 
carrying out of my courses, Mr. Merrill who has been most | 
co-operative in regard to the cottage work, the other mem- 
bers of the Oak Bluffs School faculty because of their sup- 
port of our projects, and the parents of the girls whose help 
in their attitude toward the Home Economics work is ap- 
preciated.

If 
parents would see that their children visit the family dentist 
every six months, children would learn that the dentist is 
their best friend.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1931, and submit the following report thereon: - 


The books and accounts in the accountant’s office were 
examined and checked in detail. The records of receipts were 
checked with the departmental reports and with the treasurer’s 
books, while the recorded disbursements were checked with the 
warrants and with the records of payments in the treasurer’s 


office. 


The appropriation accounts were examined and checked 
with the town clerk’s records of appropriations voted in town 
meeting, the transfers from the reserve fund were verified with 
the records of the finance committee, and the original vouchers 
on file were examined and checked with the warrants. 


The accountant’s ledger was analyzed, a trial balance was 
taken off, proving the ledger to be in balance, and a balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared showing 
the financial condition of the town as of December 31, 1931. 


It was found that there were unpaid bills of 1931 amount- 
ing to $482.06, which are chargeable to the appropriation for 
incinerator and which have been incurred in excess of the 
appropriation voted for this purpose in 1931. Attention in 
this connection is called to Section 31, Chapter 44, General 
Laws, which reads as follows: 
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No department of any city or town, except Boston, shall ~ 
incur liability in excess of the appropriation made for the 
use of such department, except in cases of extreme emer- 
gency involving the health or safety of persons or pro- 
perty, and then only by a vote in a city of two thirds of 
the members of the city council, and in a town by a vote 


of two thirds of the selectmen. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked, the record of receipts being compared 
with the records in the several departments collecting money 
for the town and with the other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury. The payments were checked with 
the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse 
town funds and with the accountant’s books. The cash balance 
was verified by a reconciliation with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit and by an actual count of cash on hand. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 


checked with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books, representing the investments of 
the several trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer, 
were examined and checked with the treasurer’s and the ac- 


countant’s books. 


The books and accounts of the collector of taxes were 
examined and checked in detail. The commitments of poll, 
property, old age assistance, and motor vehicle excise taxes 
of 1931 were analyzed and verified with the warrants issued 
for their collection. The recorded collections for the levies 
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of 1928, 1929, 1930, and 1931 were checked with the treasurer’s 
and the accountant’s books, the abatements were verified by a 
comparison with the records of the abatements granted by the 
assessors, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 


by a comparison with the accountant’s books. 


A further verification of the outstanding accounts was 
obtained by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town, and from 
the replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, 
mre Correct. 


The tax title deeds held by the town were examined, and 


the amounts were reconciled with the’ accountant’s books. 


The accounts receivable of the town hall, highway, health, 
and public welfare departments were examined and checked. 
The recorded payments were compared with the treasurer’s re- 
cords, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconctied 
with the accountant’s books. 


The town clerk’s records of dog and hunting and fishing 
licenses were examined, and the payments to the county and 
state, respectively, were verified with the receipts and cancelled 
checks on file. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen, sealer of weights 
and measures, tennis courts, library, and cemeteries were ex- 
amined and checked, the payments to the treasurer being verified 


by a comparison with the treasurer’s books. 


The surety bonds given the treasurer, tax collector, and 
town clerk for the faithful performance of their duties were 


examined and found to be in proper form.

SCHOOL REPORT 


| To the School Committee and Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. For the sake of economy, separate reports from 
nurse, principal and special teachers are not included, but a 


summary of their reports is included in this report. 


SCHOOLACOSi> 


We all realize that the money raised by local taxation for 
schools is the largest item in the town’s budget and in these 
times when taxes should be reduced it is natural to turn to the 


school appropriation first to see what can be cut from it. Some 


towns and cities are cutting teachers’ salaries as that is the 


largest item is school costs; but if a comparison is made, the 
salaries in those places are from 15 to 30 per cent higher, and 


living expenses are even a little lower, than on the Island. 


In my contact with finance committees and town officials of 
the Island I find that the curtailing of school privileges to the 
children is the last step that will be taken to reduce taxes. The 
school committee and superintendent are doing all they can to 
economize. 


We prize our Island roads and other improvements, but if 
we must choose between the making of a new road and delaying 
a child’s education, which should await the better day? Several 
tables at the end of this report show comparative costs of all 
schools in Dukes County and of some neighboring towns. 
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TEACHERS 


The Island has as good a corps of teachers as can be 
found in any community and they are all interested in the wel- 
fare of the children. Nearly all are graduates of normal schools 
or colleges. During the past year there were not many changes 
in the teaching corps, a total of six for the entire county. The 
parents should become acquainted with the teachers and give 
them the cooperation that is needed for the complete success of 


-our schools. 


POPPA S REPORT 


I am pleased to submit my fifth annual report of the Oak 
Bluffs School for the year ending December 31, 1931. 


There have been two changes in the teaching staff this 
year. Mr. Charles Downs replaced Miss Mary Ogilvie in the 
high school and Miss Georgiannia Henderson replaced Mrs. 


Eulalia Johnson as teacher of the opportunity class. 


The annual high school play, “The Restless Jewel” was 
presented two nights, April 29 and 30, at the Sacred Heart 
Parish Hall. The hall was filled to capacity both nights. The 
proceeds of the play were given, as usual, to the Senior class 


for their trip to Washington. 


The teachers have formed an organization known as The 
Faculty Social Club. The money collected from dues was 


used for local charitable purposes. Clarence, a four-act comedy 
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drama was successfully presented by the Faculty Club in the 


Sacred Heart Parish Hall on December 10 and 11. The pro- — 


ceeds of the play were turned over to the Oak Bluffs School 
Fund. This is the first time the teachers have staged a play, 
and it is hoped it will become an annual event. 


The Second Annual Speaking Contest was held in the 


Methodist Episcopal Church on February 6. This year, owing 
to the nature of the selections, three prizes were awarded the 
girls and three prizes were awarded the boys. The first prizes 
of three dollars each were awarded to Ruth Jordan and Dean 
Denniston; second prizes of two dollars each to Mildred La- 
Belle and Robert Graham; and the third prizes of one dollar 
each to Marjorie Rice and Sidney Gordon. The twelve stu- 
dents who participated deserve much credit for their excellent 
work. The judges were Dr. Alfred Fairbrother, Judge Arthur 
W. Davis, and Reverend Willard Johnson. 


The Beacon was a better publication than ever before and 


the work done entirely by the pupils is a credit to any high 
school. 


The winners of points in the point system last year were: 
Class 1931, Francis Becker; Class 1932, Rosamond Camara 


and Eloise Leonard; Class 1933, Ruth Blankenship; and Class 
1934, Baron Denniston. 


Both the boys and girls had a successful basketball season. 
The boys played thirteen games, winning nine and losing four. 
Of the four lost, two were overtime period games. It is the 


second year in succession that we have won the Island Cham- 
ionship. 
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An interclass swimming meet was held at the Town Pier 
on September 19. The Freshmen won by a large number of 


points. 


The Island Track Meet was held at Edgartown on October 
23. The girls and boys trained faithfully for the event, and 
although our school did not win the meet, the good sportsman- 
ship displayed by the whole student body was highly commend- 
able. The following students scored in the meet and were 
awarded track letters: Ruth Jordan, Amy Noyes, Ethel Steven- 
son, Jean Pratt, Sidney Gordon, and Herbert Combra. 


The Island Spelling. Bee was held in the Edgartown 
gymnasium on March 20. This is the second successive year 
that an Oak Bluffs pupil has won this championship. Gertrude 
Studley was the winner. She represented Martha’s Vineyard 
in the Southeastern Massachusetts Spelling Bee, sponsored by 
the New Bedford Standard, in which twenty-six town champ- 


ions competed. 


A Harmonica Club has been started in Grade Six under 
the direction of their teacher, Mrs. Place. This is.a new ex- 
perience and is proving very successful. These students have 
also become members of the Junior Literary Guild, and the 
sum of $18.50 has been earned by the Guild and used to pur- 
chase twelve helpful books. A forestry notebook contest is 
being conducted in this grade. The American Forestry Asso- 
ciation is offering a prize to the individual boy or girl who 
sends in the best notebook on forestry. The contest will close 


on May 1. 
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I wish to thank the teachers and the student body for their | 


splendid co-operation and the interest they have taken in their 
work. I also take this opportunity to thank the school com- 


mitee and the superintendent for their support. 


NEW BUILDING 


The superintendent, school committee and building com- 
mittees during the past years have presented several plans to 
give us more room but all have been rejected by the voters. 
The African M. E. Church Building, recently purchased by the 
town is being put in shape for a much needed auditorium- 
gymnasium. The small building which housed the “Special 
(opportunity) Class” has been turned over to a section of grade 
Il; a decided gain both economic and scholastic. Owing to the 
small numbers electing household arts, the committee may dis- 
continue that department and turn that building over to grade 
I, thus restoring full sessions to all grades. 


HEALTH 


The school nurse, Irene Landers, reports that the general 
health of the children is excellent and that school attendance 
has not been seriously affected by epidemics of children’s dis- 
eases. There were a few cases of scarlet fever, measles, 
whooping cough, and chicken pox. The importance of pre- 
vention rather than the cure of sickness is being stressed. Dur- 


tte 
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ing the year several clinics have been held and have met with 
the approval of most of the parents. In the spring a-well-child- 
clinic was held for pre-school children and as a result healthier 
children will enter our first grades. Dr. MacKnight, our dis- 
trict health officer, held clinics on four successive weeks for 
the administration of toxin-anti-toxin for the prevention of 
diphtheria. The children who have been given this treatment 
will be given later the “Schick” test to see if they are immune 
to diphtheria. 


Early in the fall the State Department of Health under 
the supervision of Dr. Wakefield held a tuberculosis clinic and 
examined most of the children in some grades nearly 100 per 
cent. The parents of pupils reacting to the test were called in 
and given advice by the doctor and nurse as to treatment of the 
child. It was found that the per cent of reaction to the tuber- 
culin test was less on the Island than in other communities. 
The school nurse receives excellent cooperation from most of 


the parents. 


4-FT CLUBS 


While not a part of our school curriculum we are glad to 
foster the 4-H clubs which are under the supervision of Miss 
Ebba Ekberg, County Club Agent. The local leaders are 
teachers and in some cases older pupils. The character of the 
work is improving as shown by the annual exhibits held in the 
Spring, to which the public is invited. One of the incentives 
to good work is the week at the 4-H camp at M. S. C. Amherst 
given to the winners in the various clubs. 
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The 1931 delegates were as follows:

Conference held at Framingham Normal School, May 16. 


Barbara Studley, Oak Bluffs, 6th year club member, county 


representative at the new Gilbert 4-H Training Camp, remained

Delegates to Camp Gilbert were Hope Flanders, Chilmark; 
Anna Oliver, Oak Bluffs and Maurice Johnson, Edgartown. 


Delegates to Camp Field were Margaret Gordon, Oak 
Bluffs and Leo Camara, Oak Bluffs. 


We have 126 girls and 60 boys enrolled in 20 clubs. The 
leaders are 7 teachers and 3 high school pupils. 


MUSIC 


The Music Supervisor, Marguerite A. Johnson, who suc- 
ceeded Doris Miner (resigned) reports that good work is being 
done and that teachers and pupils are cooperative and enthusi- 
astic. She has organized glee clubs, harmonica clubs and 
orchestras in several of the Island Schools. Operettas are being 
rehearsed for production next month.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 


and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1932, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


The books’ and accounts in the accountant’s office were ~ 


examined and checked in detail. The record of receipts were 


compared with the departmental reports and with the treas-. 
urer’s books, while the recorded disbursements were checked 


with the warrants and with the records in the treasurer’s — 


office. 


The appropriation accounts were examined and ‘checkem 
with the town clerk’s records of appropriations voted by the 
town meeting, the transfers from the reserve fund were veri- 
fied with the records of the finance committee, and the original | 
vouchers on file were examined and checked with the war- | | 


rants. 


The accountant’s ledger was analyzed, a trial balance was ~ 
taken off, proving the ledger to be in balance, and a balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared show- 
ing the financial condition of the town as of December 31, 
1982. 
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In checking vouchers and pay-rolls it was found that a 
member of the school committee was paid for services for 
inspection of school children, contrary to Section 4A, Chapter 
41, General Laws, as amended by Chapter 26, Acts of 1929. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked, the record of receipts being compared with 
the records in the several departments collecting money for 
the town and with the other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury. The payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to 
disburse town funds and with the accountant’s books. 


In reconciling the cash book balance December 31, 1932, 
with the cash in the office and in the bank a variation of $50 


was noted. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
ehecked with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books, representing the investments of 
the several trust funds in custody of the town treasurer, were 
examined and checked with the treasurer’s and the accouni- 


ant’s books. 


The books and accounts of the collector of taxes were 
examined and checked in detail. The commitments of poll, 
property, old age assistance, and motor vehicle excise taxes 
of 1932 were analyzed and verified with the assessors’ war- 
rants issued for their collection. The recorded collections for 
the levies of 1929, 1930 and 1931 were checked with the treas. 


urer’s and accountant,’s books, the. abatements were verified 
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by a comparison with the records of abatiu. . granted by 
the assessors, and the outstanding accounts . .e listed and 


proved by a comparison with the accountant s books. 


A further verification of the outstanding accounts was 
obtained by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from the replies received it appears that the accounts, 


as listed, are correct. 


A comparison of the collections as recorded on the eol- 
leector’s cash books with the actual payments to the treasurer 
showed that there was $163.41 due from the tax collector on 
December 31, 1932, made up as follows:

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SGHOOL REPORT 
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SCHOOL REPORT 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Oak Bluffs, 


I herewith submit my fifteenth annual report for your 


consideration. 


SCHOOLS AND THE DEPRESSION 


The business of education is one of the most costly 
enterprises of our local government, and it is the only one 
that is running on full time. In fact, the business has in- — 
ereased. Nevertheless, we are, even with this increase, to- 
gether with reduced resources, still ‘“‘carrying on’’. There is 
a low point in expenditures, however, beyond which we 


cannot go without doing material injury to our children. 


A comparison of expenditures for schools, from local 
taxation, shows that the average spent per pupil here 1s 
much less than the average for towns of our size on the 
Cape and Nantucket. 


I realize that schools are expected to take their share 
of cuts in order to reduce taxes, but I believe that the 
amounts asked for by the School Committee for the coming 
year are as low as should be made. 


The following is a quotation from one of the recent 


school magazines :— 


fa) 
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‘You, as an adult, can postpone plans, readjust to a 
ehanged economy, but in the education of children it is a 
matter of this year, or never. The education that is denied 
to childhood today is irretrievably lost. We cannot plot 
the opportunities of youth along the zigzag lines of a busj- 
ness graph. Childhood is all too brief a period in which to 
become fitted for the welter of modern life. 


‘‘We cannot say to a child: ‘Next year we shall see 
about improving your instruction in health. Next year we 
shall provide a new course in citizenship which fits you for 
society’s pressing problems. We shall buy you some fine 
new library books, new maps, new laboratory apparatus, 
next year. Next year we shall furnish you with a wonder- 
ful new textbook in geography, or history, or arithmetic.’ 
For that child, this year’s schooling is at least a twelfth, 
perhaps an eighth, a half—yes, even all—his remaining 
education. It is this year, or never! 


‘‘Many things for which we spend public money may 
be postponed—roads, bridges, new pavements, new lights, 
but not the education of youth.’’ 


TEACHERS 


The schools are indeed fortunate in being able to retain 
practically the same corps of teachers as last year. We have 
only two new teachers in the whole district. As a matter 
of economy we have cut down the total number of teach. 
ers for the school year of 1932-33, as follows :—Edgartown 
—home economics, physical training; Oak Bluffs—home 
economies, special teacher, and one grade teacher; and Tis- 
bury has closed the home economics department. This does 
not tell the whole story of reduced teaching force, because, 
in many instances, one teacher is doing the work of two. 
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Most of us agree that Dukes County has good sehools, 
and I know that to the loyal and efficient teachers most of 
the credit belongs. 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Mr. Merrill reports as follows: 


‘‘Sehool opened in September with a slight increase in 
the total enrollment of students as the table of statistics in- 
dicates. For the sake of economy the Opportunity Class and 
the Household Arts Department have been discontinued. Miss 
Beatrice Vanderhoop teaches handwork to the girls in grades 
four to six inclusive and also assists Mrs. Pease in teaching ~ 


the large number of students in the third grade. 


‘“‘Our high school maintains a scholastic rating as high — 
as any of a similar size, as is evidenced by the fact that in 
the past year we were not only granted the certificate privi- 
lege by the State Department of Education for entrance into 
State Normal Schools, but were also granted the privilege 
of certifying students to colleges which are members of the 
New England College Entrance Certificate Board. Colleges 
which accept students from our high school without exam- 


ination are among the largest and best in New England. 


‘‘Athletics should and they do play an important part in 
the character building and development of the pupils, and 
not only tend to build strong bodies, but also ereate cood 
sportsmanship and fair play. Our school has been successful 
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in all the school sports, especially basketball which is the 
major sport on the Island. 


‘‘Under the direction and supervision of the School Com- 
mittee, the former African Methodist Episcopal Chureh has 
been completely renovated and converted into an excellent 
auditorium and gymnasium. Among the many improvements 
are the painting and trimming of the interior of the building, 
the resurfacing of the floor, the laying of a concrete floor in 
the basement, and the building of two dressing rooms. Ste*i 
folding chairs have been purchased and are now in use. An 
addition has been built on the building and an excellent stage 
erected by the carpentry class of the Tisbury School under 
the supervision of the instructor, Mr. Norton. 


‘““The Faculty Social Club is still a live and active body.

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HEALTH 


‘The health of our children is ably safeguarded by the 
watehfulness of the teachers, nurse, and physician. The 
nurse, Miss Landers, as in the past, has sponsored preventa- 
tive activities, believing in the old adage, ‘‘ An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure.’’ Several clinics with the 
cooperation of the State and District health officers have 
been held—wWell Child Clinic, Health Demonstration at 
West Tisbury Fair, Schick Tests, T. B. Clinic. 


Some time during the spring Toxin-anti-toxin will be 
administered to lower grade children, also the usual pre- 
school clinic will be held. The funds raised by the annuai 
Seal Sale made it possible for several children to attend 
the summer health camp at Pocasset. Money from this fund 
has also been available to the schools for milk for under- 
weights and also for health literature.

Miss Ekberg, the 4-H County Club Agent, reports that 
the quality of the work done by the clubs is steadily im- 
proving. There is a total of 172 boys and girls in 14 elubs— 
5 teacher and 7 High School student leaders.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1933, and submit the following report 


thereon. 


The books and accounts in the accountant’s office were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The records of receipts were 
eompared with departmental reports and with the treasurer’s 
books, while the recorded disbursements were checked with 
the warrants and with the record of payments in the treas-— 


urer’s office. 


The appropriation accounts were examined and checked 
with the town clerk’s records of appropriations voted in town 
meeting, the transfers from the reserve fund were verified 
with the records of the finance committee, and the original 
vouchers on file were examined and checked with the 


warrants. 


The accountant’s ledger was analyzed, a trial balance was 
taken off, proving the ledger to be in balance, and a balance 
Sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared show- 
ing the financial condition of the town as of December 31, 
1933. 
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The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were compared 


with the records of the several departments collecting money 


for the town and with the other sources from which money 


was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were 


checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treas- 


urer to disburse town funds and with the accountant’s books. 


In reccnciling the bank statement as of December 31, 
1933, with the cash book balance of that date, unidentified 
eash of $50 was noted. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 


checked with the canceled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books, representing the investment of 
the several trust funds in custody of the town treasurer, were 
examined and checked with the treasurer’s and accountant’s 
books. 


The books and accounts of the -collector of taxes were 


_ examined and checked in detail. The commitments of poll, 


property, old age assistance, and motor vehicle excise taxes 
of 1933 were analyzed and verified with the assessors’ war- 
rants issued for their collection. The recorded collections for 
the levies of 1930, 1931, 1932 and 1933 were checked with the 
treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, the abatements were 
verified by a comparison with the records of the abatements 
granted by the assessors, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved by a comparison with the accountant’s 
books. 


A further verification of the outstanding accounts was 


obtained by mailing notices to a number of persons whose

names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from. the replies received it appears that the accounts, 


as listed, are correct.

SCHOOL REPORT 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


Again I submit my annual report, it being the sixteenth 
of such reports submitted by your present superintendent. 
Briefly I wish to state that the high standard of our schools 
is being maintained even though the appropriations have 
been cut. A study of the table, ‘‘County Statistics’? will 
show how the cost of schools in your town compares with 
the costs in the other towns and the State. 


LEISURE TIME 


The New Deal brings new problems, and one of these 
is how, with the working time being cut to 30 hours per 
week, is the average citizen going to profitably use his 
leisure time. It will become more and more the duty of the 
school to teach those things that will enable the youth t» 
so employ his leisure moments that he will not be a menace 
to society. 


Appreciation of music, art, literature, and the encour- 
agement of worthwhile hobbies. are among the activities 
that will tend to make one enjoy his own company when 
alone. Group activities such as 4-H clubs, athletic clubs, 
dramatic clubs, both within the school and among the 
young adults out of school should be encouraged. 


NEW BUILDING 


For many years Oak Bluffs has been considering the 
matter of more room for the schools, but not until now has 
any definite step been taken. 


Urged by the pressing need, and by the offer of the 
Federal government to give 30 per cent of the cost and 


to lend the balance on easy terms, the town has voted to 


erect a building to house the seventh and eighth grades and 
high school. The committee chosen to have charge of the 
matter is composed of the school committee together with 
Mr. J. W. Woodard, Mr. O. E. Denniston, Mr. Weston 
Chase, and Dr. C. L. Glenn. The architect chosen is George 
Eldridge of Edgartown. At present the committee is await- 
ing action by the Federal government before starting op- 


erations. The site selected is on School Street opposite the 
present building. 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Mr. Merrill reports as follows: 


School opened in September with but one change in 
the faculty. Miss Adeline Alley replaces Miss Kathleen 
Arenovski in the high school. 


It is indeed very gratifying to know that the citizens 
of this town voted at a recent town meeting to take the 
necessary steps to obtain a grant and loan from the federal 
government for the purpose of financing a much needed 
Junior-Senior High School. 


The present school building with some alterations can 
afford adequate accommodations for the students of ele- 
mentary and intermediate grades. Because of the faulty 
ventilation and lighting in the basement it would be ad- 
visable to change the lavatories which are now located im 
the basement to the main floors. A suitable lighting sys- 
tem should be installed in the building, since only two of 
the eight classrooms are equipped with lighting facilities. 


it~. 


The School Committee has recently installed a radio 
in order that the pupils might benefit by the daily broad- 
easts sponsored by the American School of the Air. The 
programs dealing with the subjects of geography, history, 
literature, music and art are entertaining as well as in- 
structive. 


Kach Friday afternoon an assembly period is conduct- 
ed by the various classes who are responsible for the pro- 
grams. 

Grade Six won the health cup again this year for the 
fourth consecutive time. The cup is awarded annually to the 
grade showing the highest percentage of its pupils earning 
certificates based on perfect teeth, posture and weight. 


The annual high school play, ‘‘The Spanish Onion,’’ 
was presented on May 16 in the gymnasium to a large and 
appreciative audience. The proceeds were contributed to 
the Senior Class to help defray the expense of their trip 
to Washington. 

The annual speaking contest was held in the gym- 
nasium on February 10. Five high school boys and girls 
took part. The judges were Dr. Alfred Fairbrother, John 
~D. Lawlor, and James A. Boyle. 


Both boys’ and girls’ basketball teams experienced a 
successful season. The girls’ team won the Martha’s Vine- 
yard Island Championship, not losing a single game, and 
were awarded the Lions’ Club Trophy. 


The Island track meet took place at Tashmoo field in 
Vineyard Haven last fall. The Oak Bluffs girls won the 
girs’ meet the second year in succession, thus retaining 
possession of the shield. 


‘“Toyland,’’ an operetta, was capably presented by 
the pupils of the first six grades in the gymnasium on May 
12. This was their contribution to the May Day exercises 
which are held annually. They were ecoached by their 
teachers under the direction of the Music Supervisor. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my apprecia- 
tion for the excellent spirit manifested by the teachers and 
students and for the splendid co-operation and support of 
the School Committee and Superintendent. 


HEALTH 


The school nurse, Miss Irene Landers, reports that the 
general health condition for the past year has been excel- 
lent. During the spring a few cases of Scarlet Fever oc- 
eurred in Oak Bluffs and Vineyard Haven, but with much 
eare by the nurse and physicians, this was vrevented from ~ 
spreading. The Pre-School Clinic, now held every spring 
in co-operation with doctors and nurses from the State 
Department of Health, was well-received by the parents— 
nearly 150 children were examined in all island schools. 
Dentists examined the teeth of all children, and reports 
were sent out to the parents. A T. B. check up on children 
who were examined several years ago by the State Clinic 
on the ten-year plan showed that nearly all had improved, 
and three were discharged as cured. 


All retarded pupils were examined by Dr. Woodward, 
of Waverly, and as far as possible her recommendations in 
regard ‘to instruction are being carried out. 


This fall and winter Miss Landers is laying much stress 
upon better nutrition, and many pupils bring milk for their 
lunches. In some eases it is bought with seal sale funds. 
Parents are giving excellent co-operation in all the above 
activities. 


COUNTY EXTENSION WORK 


Good work continues to be done by the 4-H boys and 
eirls, reports Miss Ebba Ekberg, County Club Agent. There 
is a total of 16 clubs, made up of 45 boys and 108 girls. 
These clubs have as leaders 6 teachers, 1 older club boy, 
and 7 older club girls. Camp Farley at Mashpee is support- 
ed by Bristol, Plymouth, Barnstable, and Dukes Counties. 
Louise Andrada and Betty Andrews, of Vineyard Haven, 
and Floyd Lohnes of Edgartown had the privilege of at- 
tending this camp. Delegates to Camp Gilbert were Rose- 
lene Bernard, of Oak Bluffs, and Albert Nunes, of Edgar- 
town. | 

In addition to the 4-H Club work, Miss Ekberg reports 
that many adult gatherings have been held with extension 
specialists from Massachusetts State College, for the pur. 
pose of giving the newest information on home grounds. 
and home gardens, food and nutrition, the keeping of 
household accounts, and home furnishing. 


MUSIC 


Mrs. Johnson reports as follows in regard to musical 
activities last year in Oak Bluffs: 


The grades had special Health Day programs in May. 
Just before the close of school an operetta was given by 
the first six grades. 


The high school chorus sang at the public speaking 
contest in February and again at graduation. We have or- 
ganized a series of monthly programs arranged by the stud- 
ents. Tnese programs are interesting and often new taleut 
is discovered. 


This department wishes to thank the teachers, school 
committee and friends for their co-operation. 


WHY MODERN EDUCATION? 


In closing I wish to quote Harold L. Ickes, Seeretary 
of the Interior: ‘‘ Even in these days of tremendously press- 
ing problems, to my mind the most important question o: 
all is, What are we going to do about our schools? That edu- 
cation should be universal goes without saying. By eduea- 
tion I mean more than the three R’s. I believe that every 
child should be given all the education that he can reason- 
ably absorb. This does not mean that all children should 
spend an equal number of years in school, or that all should 
take the same courses. It means that everyone in order to 
have the best chance possible for a happy and full life 
should have every bit of education he is capable of receiv- 
ing and using to advantage. He should have this not only 
for his own sake, but for the good of the whole. The intelli- 
gence of a nation is the sum of the intelligences of its Giti- 
zens. Intelligence is the product of education, and eduea- 
tion is the greatest national asset that we have.”’ 


Mr. Ickes continues: ‘‘I do not deny that of necessity 
some economies must be made in our schools. But we are 
going too far in that direction. Our schools ought to be the 


last to feel the pinch of economy, just as they ought first — 


to experience the return of prosperity. Undoubtedly the 
educational tree needs pruning. There may be some dead 


and decayed branches that ought to be cut off. But if such ~ 


pruning is necessary, it should be done scientifically by ex- 
perts: It serves no good purpose of economy and it is im- 
mensely damaging to our educational system to slash into 
a budget regardless of whether we are cutting into a vital 
spot or not.’’

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for 
the year ending December 31, 1934, and submit the following — 
report thereon: 


The financial transactions as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town were examined, checked, and verified. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant. were 
compared and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the treasurer’s books, and the payments, as re- 
corded, were checked with the treasury warrants. The ledger 
appropriation accounts were compared with the appropriations 
as listed from the town clerk’s records of town meeting proceed- 
ings, while other ledger accounts were checked with information 
in the departments in which the transactions originated. The 
ledger was analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and a balan- 
ce sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on Dec- 
ember 31, 1934, was prepared and is append to this report. 


| The books and accounts of the treasurer were checked. 
The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the records in 
the departments collecting money for the town, with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury,and 
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the accountant’s ledger, The payments were checked with the 
selectmen’s warrants authorizing them and with the ledger of 
the accountant. The cash book additions were verified and 
the cash balance on December 31, 1934, was reconciled with a 
statement received from the bank of deposit. | 


The payments of the debt and interest were checked 
with the cancelled securities on file and by a comparison with 
the amounts falling due during the period audited. | 


The savings bank books representing the investment 
of trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined, 
with the exception of the pass book of the Old Family Burial 
Ground Fund, which was not on file. However the balance to 
the credit of this fund was verified at the bank of deposit and 
the transactions of all the funds were found to be as reported. 


The books and accounts in the collector’s office were 
examined and checked. The tax accounts outstanding at the 
time of the previous examination were audited, and all subse- 
quent commitments of poll, property, and motor vehicle excise 
taxes were added and reconciled with the assessors’ commitment 
warrants. The recorded collections were checked to the comm- 
itment lists, the payments to the treasurer were verified, the 
abatements were checked with the assessors’ records of abate- 
ments granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved with the accountant’s controlling accounts. — 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, the replies received 
thereto indicating that the outstanding accounts, as listed, are 
correct, The final reconciliation of the collector’s cash as of 


[51] 


December 31, 1934, showed that there was due from him the 
sum of $82.97. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. ‘The receipts for dog licenses issued on behalf of 
_the county and for sporting licenses, the proceeds of which are 
paid to the State, were checked with the records of licenses 
issued, and the payments to the town and to the State were 
verifled. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were 
examined and checked, the recorded receipts being compared 


with the work done. 


Payments to the treasurer by the sealer should be made 
monthly, as required by Section 34, Chapter 98, General Laws. 


The records of accounts receivable on account of town 
hall rentals and of the highway, health and public welfare de- 
partments were examined and checked. The commitments 
were verified, the recorded collections and abatements were 
checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed and recon- 
ciled with the accountant’s ledger accounts. 


In addition to the departments mentioned, ‘the books 
and accounts of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or sending out bills for collection were examined, and the 
payments to the treasurer were verified. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the tax and departmental accounts, as well 
as tables showing the trust fund transactions.

To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs; 


The School Committee of Oak Bluffs is pleased 


to submit the following reports for your consideration. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Scnool Committee of Oak Bluffs: 


I herewith submit my annual report, it being the seven- 
teenth submitted by your superintendent and possibly the last 
report that I will make as the superintendent of this super- 
visory district. 


COSTS 

~The expenditure for school purposes on the Island have 
been kept as low by the School Committees as it has been 
possible to do without seriously affecting the usefulness of the 
schools. It would not be wise economy to make any further 
reductions in the school budgets. To doso it would reduce 
salaries or the amount furnished for books and supplies and 
both of these items cannot be reduced materially without a 
corresponding detriment to the school. In the back of this 
report is a table of county statistics and you will find there 
matiy facts in regard to school expenditures. You will note 
that with the exception of Gay Head the valuation of your 
town per school pupil is much larger than the average valua- 
tion in the State. 
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BUILDINGS 


During my term as superintendent, Edgartown and Tisbury 
have both erected modern school buildings. Oak Bluffs has 
made extensive repairs in its old building and plans are under 
way for construction of a new one. West Tisbury has re- 
modeled the Dukes County Academy building and has recent- 
ly made extensive repairs on the same. Chilmark has made 
needed repairs on its school building, but I still believe that 
the thing to do in Chilmark is to make a two-room building 


out of the present structure. In Gay Head some repairs have 


been made to the present building, but much more should be - 


done in the near future. 


COUNTY: HIGH SCHOG 


I do not want to close my reports to the citizens of Mar- 


tha’s Vineyard without again calling attention to the désir- 


ability of establishing a County or Island High School. The 


building at Tisbury within a few years with the present grow- 


th of population will have to be enlarged and | hope when this 


time comes the citizens of the Island will forget their local — 


jealousies and self pride and unite for the best educational int- 
erests of the future citizens and establish what has long been 
needed, which I think the majority of the people feel is need- 


ed---one central high school for the Island. 


SAFETY 


The Island has been comparatively free of deaths as a 


result of automobile accidents, but still with the increased © 


number of automobiles on our streets we should take every 


precaution to safeguard the lives of our children. Wherever © 
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the roads are better than the adjoining sidewalk people con- 
tinue to walk in the roads. My suggestion is that in each of 
> the larger towns that the streets leading to the school houses 
have properly surfaced sidewalks so that the children will 
walk there instead of in the street. This would not, entail 
3 large expenditures asin most cases sidewalks of some. kind 


exist, but that should be properly re-surfaced. 


‘PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
Mr. Merrill, principal Reports as follows: 


There are two changes in the faculty this year. Miss 
Lily Gomes replaces Mrs. James Pilkington (formerly Ruth 
Phillips) in the first grade and Miss Katherine Drogue is the 
teacher of the Opportunity Class. 


Under the supervision of the Chairman of the School Com- 
~ mittee many improvements were made on the buildings last 
' year, such as installing electric lights in every room in the 

building and in the corridors, laying new hardwood floors in 
_ the corridors, plastering the walls and ceilings in the hallways, 
replacing the old outside doors with more suitable ones, shingl- 
_ ing and painting the entire building. The grounds were also 
made more attractive. Two excellent tennis courts were built 
~ on part of the land next to the school; a spot which was for- 
merly not only un attractive but dangerous because of holes 
-and ditches formed by soil erosion. A retaining wall was con- 
_ structed which has prevented further wearing of the land. 
- Concrete walks were laid around the main buildings. It was 
a most benefical C. W. A. Project. 
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I am pleased to report that milk is being supplied to un- 
derweight children of grades I to III inclusive and that hot 
cocoa is served three times a week to all pupils who take their 
lunches through the generosity of the Governor Mayhew Post 
and Auxiliary of the American Legion. 


The Oak Bluffs High School Speaking Contest was held in 
the school Gymnasium on March 2. All students in the 
Senior High are required to participate in the preliminary try- 
outs. Five girls and five boys were selected by the teachers 
to compete for the medals which were awarded the contest- 
ants. The judges were Dr. Alfred Fairbrother, John D. 
Lawlor, and James A. Boyle. | 


A comedy “‘Dying to Live” was presented on May 15 and 
16 in the School Gymnasium. The proceeds were given as 
usual to the seniors to help defray expenses of the Washington 
trip. 

The May Day program last year consisted of two oper- 
ettas entitled ‘Goldilocks’ and ‘‘Molly be Jolly”’ presented by 
erades I-III and IV-VI respectively. The students were — 
coached by their teachers under the direction of the Music 
Supervisor. The sixth grade students earned the greatest 
number of health certificates based on perfect teath, perfect 


posture, and perfect weight, thereby winning the Health Cup : 
for the fifth consecutive year. 


Credit is due the High School Basketball Teams for hay- 
ing won the trophies offered to the championship teams of the 
Island by the Martha’s Vineyard Lions’ Club. 
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Last Christmas the Lion’s Club sponsored the giving of 
shoes and clothing to some of the school children. 


The Island Track meet was held at Edgartown on Octo- 
ber 19. The Oak Bluffs Girls won the meet for the third suc- 


cessive year, thereby retaining permanent possession of the 
shield. 


Our baseball team experienced a fairly successful season, 
winning the majority of the games. The boys were coached 
by John Crowell, former Health Director at the local C. C. C. 
Camp. — 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my appreciation 
for the excellent spirit manifested by the teachers and students 
and for the splendid co-operation and support of the School 
Committee and Superintendent. 


HEALTH 


The nurse reports as follows: 


Much has been done this year to promote better health 
conditions for the children of our Island. 


In every town except West Tisbury milk was distributed 
to those needing it. In Tisbury through the generous con- 
| tributions of organizations and individuals we were able to 
supply many undernourished children with hot lunches thro- 
ugh ihe winter months. 


The pre-school clinics as in the past were well attended 
More registering than we were able to take care of, shows a 


growing interest in the parent’s desire fora 100% perfect child

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The T. B. Clinic conducted by the state offered examina-_ 
tions to pupils in grades 7-9 and 11. There were 90 that were —

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1935, and report thereon as follows: 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked, the reported receipts being com- 
pared with the financial records of the several departments 
collecting money for the town and with the treasurer’s cash 
book. The payments as recorded in the accountant’s ledger 
were checked to the warrants authorizing disbursements 


and with the treasurer’s cash book. 


An analysis of the ledger was made, a trial balance was. 
taken off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of 
the town as of December 31, 1935. 


The appropriation accounts were examined = and 
checked with the appropriations, transfers, and loans voted 
by the town, as shown by the town clerk’s records of finan- 


cial votes. 


The payments of debt and interest were checked with 
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the amounts falling due and with the canceled bonds, notes, 


and coupons on file. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The footings of the cash book were 
-proved, and the recorded receipts were compared with the 
accountant’s books and with the records of the departments 


making payments to the treasurer. The payments were com- | 


pared with the warrants authorizing the treasurer to dis- 
burse town funds. 


The cash balance on January 6, 1936, was verified by a 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement fur- 
nished by the bank of deposit and by actual count of the 
cash on hand. 


The savings bank books held as investments of trust 


funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined 


and listed. The income was proved and the receipts and dis- 


bursements were examined and verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The commitments of poll, property, 
and motor vehicle excise taxes were verified, the abatements 
were checked to the assessors’ record of abatements grant- 
ed, the payments to the treasurer were compared with the 


treasurer’s books, and the outstanding accounts were listed 


and proved to the accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 


peared on the books as owing money to the town, and from a 
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_ the replies received it would appear that the accounts are 
correct as listed. 


A. considerable amount of detailed checking was re- 
quired in order to prove the tax collector’s accounts, due 
to errors in the clerical work, such as errors in cash book 

_ footings and in reporting payments to the town treasurer, 


items posted on the commitment books and not entered on 
_ the cash books, or items entered on the cash books and not 


posted to the proper commitment books. A reconciliation of 

the eollector’s cash as of January 6, 1936, showed that there 

was $196.30 due from him on that date, which sum should 
be paid over by him to the town treasurer. 


The books and records of the town clerk were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts from dog h- 
- censes issued on behalf of the county, and sporting licenses, 

the proceeds of which are paid to the State, were checked 

with the stubs on file. The payments to the State and town 

were checked with the receipts on file and with the treas- 
- urer’s cash book. 


The books and records of the several departments, in- 
cluding those of the health, highway, public welfare, park 
and library departments, as well as of the sealer of weights 
and measures, were examined and checked. All committed 
accounts were proved, the payments to the treasurer were 
compared with the treasurer’s record of receipts, and the 


abatements were verified. 


It was noted in examining the records of the sealer of 
weights and measures that fees collected by him are paid 
- over to the treasurer once a year. The attention of the sealer 


.., 
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is dirceted to Section 34, Chapter 98, General Laws, which 


requires that payments to the treasurer be made monthly. 


The surety bonds of the several officers required by 
law to furnish them were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are schedules showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s cash, summaries of the tax and departmental ac- 
counts, as well as a schedule showing the trust fund trans- 
actions. 


For the co-operation extended by the several officers 
during the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, to express appreciation.

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Superintendent’s Report 





To the School Committee and Citizens of Oak Bluffs: — 


I hereby submit my annual report. it being the eighteenth 
which I have submitted for your consideration. During my 
period of service in the schools of Dukes County I have re- 
ceived the most loyal support and encouragement from school 
committees, citizens and pupils. I find that there is a de- 
sire on the part of everyone to do what they think is best for 
the education of our youth. 


IN GENERAL 


I have from time to time called to the attention of the | 
citizens the advisability of making the opportunities for edu- 
cation in Dukes County the equal of any in the State, and I 
wish again to emphasize the fact that we should offer as far 
as possible opportunities for various lines of education that 
are as good as are offered elsewhere in the State. This in 
some cases will require the expenditure of a little more 
money, but true economy is not wholly in refraining from 
spending, but in spending wisely for the things which make 
for better opportunities for our youth. An editorial in a re- 
cent recent issue of the Gazette so nearly expresses my 
sentiments in regard to school expenditures that I am quoting 
it in its entirety :— 


“No one can read the report as to the Tisbury schools 
made by a committee of the League of Women Voters 
without being impressed with its soundness and clearity. 
We do not pretend to discuss the report in its relations 
to other problems of the town, nor even in its particular 
application to Tisbury. But as an approach to the real 
purposes of schools and of high schools education it is an 
example to be followed by citizens everywhere. It is 
based upon observation, and it shuns non-essentials. Of 
late years, not unnaturally, most of us have fallen into 
the habit of considering cost first and results afterward. 
Here is an attempt to appraise results, and to arrive at 
costs on the basis of shortcomings in the present system. 


There are about a thousand pupils in the three Vine- 
yard towns having high schools. A great deal of money 
has to be spent before the education of these pupils even 
begins. The three towns, for instance, spend about 
$3,600 for transportation (these figures are baised on 
1934 budgets), about $4,400 for fuel and light in school 
buildings, and about $15,500 for maintenance of build- 
ings and grounds (including repairs, some of which have 
been abnormally high lately). All this money can be 
spent without any educational advantage. For text 
books and supplies the annual expenditure is about $3,800 
in the three towns; and it must be understood that text 


books in constant use will be so worn in four years that 
their further use is of dubious benefit. 


The largest items in school budgets is naturally that of 
teachers’ salaries, the total being about $53,398. This 
figure, and that for text books, represents the money 
which actually goes into action,—into actual education 


in the school room. It is fair to say that this sum, about 
$57,200, is what school committees in these hard times 
have considered absolutely essential to do a minimum 
job, perhaps just getting by under the requirements of 
the state. Since some $23,500 (the items mentioned in 
a previous paragraph) has to be spent even before edu- 
cation starts, and since the minimum cost of schools 
comes to an imposing figure, the question naturally 
follows as to what it would cost to do a really excellent 
job? 


The answer is that it would cost, proportionately, very 
little more. Wedo not believe this fact has been duly 
considered. Surely it is unthinkable to waste a great 
deal of this money (for that is about what it comes to) 
by refusing to spend a little more to accomplish the 
worth while, vital results for which school exists. We 
are not judging what towns may do as temporary ex- 
pedients in times of stress, but as a matter of long range — 
policy there can be no question as to the right course.” 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


During the past year the only new construction has been 
the completion of the building for the junior and senior high 
school at Oak Bluffs. Edgartown is making alterations and 
repairs in several of the rooms. Both of these projects are 
receiving government help under one of the various Federal 
projects. Tisbury has a Federal project at the present time 
for grading part of’ the school grounds. Federal engineers 
who visited the Island have made plans for suggested im- 
provements in the Gay Head, Chilmark, and West Tisbury 
schools. These changes can be done under P. W. A. projects 
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if the towns wish to do them. Plans for ground improve- 
ments are also being made by Federal engineers so that later 


more projects with govenment help can be carried out. 


I believe that there should be made available in each 
town a sum of money that would allow us to take advantage 
of these projects at a saving in labor to the town. 


FEDERAL EMERGENCY EDUCATIONAL 
PROGRAM 


Under Federal aid we are conducting classes in three of 
the island towns. One in Chilmark, which is adult education. 
In Tisbury and Edgartown nursery schools are being con- 
ducted. Admission to the nursery schools is confined to 
chilhren under five years of age. We have one teacher at 
Tisbury and two at Edgartown. 


I have been asked why there are no nursery schools in 
other towns of the island. My answer to this is that there 
are no approved teachers in any of the other towns on the 
island. It might be possible to start a nursery school at 
Oak Bluffs after the new building is put into use, which will 
allow an available room in the old building. To start this 
school, however, it would be necessary to get an approved 
teacher from some place on the mainland. 


VOCATIONAL DEPARTMENTS 


During my administration we have started several voca- 
tional departments in the schools of three larger towns, but 
for various reasons, mostly financial, the domestic science 
departments have been dropped from all three high schools. 
I believe the time has now come when these should be re- 
stored and it is my recommendation that sufficient funds be 


appropriated at the next annual meeting for this purpose. 
We not only owe it to the pupils of our own towns, but to 
those from other island towns who may attend our high 


schools. 


The carpentry course at Vineyard Haven has been doing 
good work since it started several years ago. At times we 
have had in this department pupils from all other island 


towns except Edgartown. 


We are just opening, January 1936, an electrical course 
in the new building at Oak Bluffs. This will be available, as 
far as enrollment will allow, to pupils from any of the island 
schools. This department will be fully equipped with nec- 
essary electrical equipment and tools. Those interested 
should get in touch with the superintendent of schools. 


SRALASALE 


The sale of seals, the proceeds of which are used in pre- 
vention of tuberculosis, has been for many years a part of the 
school activities preceding Christmas, and the contributions 
by the public in general have been very: gratifying. The 
teachers and pupils have cooperated in making the sale a 
success. 85% of the money collected in the county is used in 
the county under the direction of the superintendent of 
schools, school nurse and teachers, the greater part being for 
milk for under-privileged children. This work, I think, 
should be continued in the schools. 


HEALTH 


Miss Irene Landers, the school nurse, who is doing so 
much to promote better health conditions in the County re- 
ports as follows: 


The following projects have been accomplished during 
the past year: 


Pasteurized milk has been furnished under-nourished 
children in the three larger towns. Dental clinics have been 
held in the towns of Chilmark, Oak Bluffs and Edgartown. 
Money for this work was donated by various organizations 
in these towns, together with contributions of time and labor 
by two of the Island dentists. Toxin anti-toxin clinics were 
held in every town on the Island, the Boards of Health of the 
Island furnishing the money. 


Pre-school clinics were held in all the towns. the expense 
being borne by the state and contributions from the three 
larger towns of the Island. 


The Chadwick T. B. Clinic was held in December and 
thorough examinations were given to all pupils in grades 7, 9 
and 11, whose parents requested the same, 


As usual a Child Health Day was held in all of the towns 
in the spring. 


MUSIC 


Miss Ferma Fiore, the new music supervisor, reports as 
follows: 


There seems to be a steady increase in the interest and 
the work being acomplished by the students throughout the 
whole school. I feel that there would be more interest and 
a higher grade of performance if it were possible to purchase 
a new set of books for the Junior and Senior High School. 


An operetta was given by the first six grades for 
the Christmas program. 
A course in Music Appreciation is being introduced. 


This is made possible by the purchase of a new portable 
victrola. 
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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Mr. Downs, principal reports as follows: 


‘‘T am pleased to submit my first annual report part of 
which is a resumé of the work which Mr. Merrill accom- 
plished in the last months of his long and fruitful tenure 
with us. 


“Robert H. Hughes filled the position that was left 
vacant on the High School faculty in September, and 
Katherine L. Hogan became our Commercial teacher upon 
the resignation of Margaret McDermott Gordon in Novem- 


ber. 


‘This year proved to be the climax year in our much 
sought-for quest of a new school building. We have a build- 
ing to be known as the Junior-Senior High School ready for 
our occupancy when the furniture arrives and is installed. 
It is an excellent building affording room, proper lighting, 
and beneficial heating which were far from adequate in the 
portable buildings which this new structure will displace. 
It is a step forward, and we hope to utilize it to its best 
advantages in turning out products that will prove the faith 
that you have placed in education. 


‘Athletics functioned in the usual manner throughout 
the year with the boys and girls participating in inter- 
scholastic competition both on and off-island with much 
success, adding material happiness to the spiritual and 
physical benefits derived from the sports of track, basketball, 
and baseball. 


‘The Annual Speaking Contest was held during Feb- 
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ruary and the participant gained valuable experience in the 
art of public speaking. 


‘*The school play ‘Look Who’s Here’ was presented in 
May at the Gymnasiuin and afforded a night of wholsome 
entertainment. The proceeds which the Seniors derived 
from this production fulfilled the quota which had been es- 
tablished to defrav the expenses of the Washington Trip. 


‘“‘The Health Day Program sponsored by the Grade 
teachers was presented in the form of an original musical 
‘Playgrounds in Other Lands’. At this time the health cup 
was awarded to the Fourth Grade climaxing a year of com- 


petition among the Grade children. 


“In December the grade teachers, in conjunction with 
Miss Ferma Fiore, who replaced Mrs. Johnson as our Music 
supervisor, produced a Christmas operetta ‘When Toys Come 
to Life’. The proceeds from this entertainment created a 


fund to establisd a mnsic appreciation library for the grades, 


‘As we look forward into a new year, we have begun an 
electrical course in the vocational training room in-our new 
school. Already thirteen of our own boys have been duly 
enrolled in this course and are doing productive and splendid 
work under the guidance of William Golden, their instructor. 
Upon the completion of such a course, we hope to have pre- 
pared the students for state examinations the passage of 
which will enable them to secure their state licenses to 


practice the electrical trade. 


‘‘I wish to take this opportunity to express my gratitude 
and appreciation to the School Committee, the Superintend- 
ent, and the faculty who so splendidly share wilh me the 
work and responsibility in training and guiding the youth 
of this community.’’ 
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COUNTY EXTENSION WORK 


Miss Eckberg, the Connty Club Agent for 4-H Club 
Work reports as follows: 


During the past 4-H club season which ended October 
81, 1985, there were 18 4-H clubs in Dukes County with an 
enrollment of 101 girls and 82 boys. The club agent was 
assisted by nine volunteer local club leaders,—one home. 
maker, four teachers, and four high school students. While 
there were fewer clubs and a decreased enrollment in the 
work the completions and the standards of workmanship 
were considerably higher than in former years.
